Man jailed in attack on relative

A Willits man was arrested on robbery and 
assault charges after he allegedly choked a 70- 
year-old female relative and stole cash and checks 
Wednesday. 

Mendocino County sheriff’s deputies were 
called to a house on Center Valley Road in Willits 
around 5 p.m. Wednesday on reports of an attack. 
There they found the 70-year-old woman gasping 
for breath on the couch. 

According to sheriff’s reports, Chase 
Southwick, 37, of Ukiah, had been in the house 
arguing with the woman all day, and at one point 
threatened to “do her in.” 

According to sheriff’s reports, Chase allegedly 
grabbed the woman by the throat and slapped her 
in the face several times before throwing her to 


the floor in the kitchen. The woman told sheriff’s 
deputies she almost lost consciousness. 

She told sheriff's deputies that, when she 
looked up, Southwick was going through her 
pockets and taking cash and checks while holding 
a large knife, according to sheriff’s reports. 

The woman told sheriff’s deputies she crawled 
away from Southwick and was able to call 911. 

Southwick was found outside the house by 
sheriff’s deputies when they arrived. He was 
arrested on suspicion of assault with a deadly 
weapon, armed robbery, cruelty to a dependent 
adult and a probation violation and booked into 
the Mendocino County Jail on a $100,000 bond. 

The woman was transported to Howard 
Hospital by ambulance to be treated for minor 
injuries. 


Jury finds 
Stewart 
competent

A jury deliberated about two hours 
Friday before finding Sylvie Stewart 
competent to continue with court pro- 
ceedings in the slaying of Aaron Foss. 

The jury heard two days of testimony 
from psychologists who have evaluated 
Stewart since her arrest. 

Stewart’s attorney, Stephen Tulanian, 
said psychiatrist John Greenhalgh had 
diagnosed Stewart with schizophrenia, 
paranoia and post traumatic stress disor- 
der. 

Now that she has been ruled compe- 
tent, the next step in Stewart’s case is a 
hearing to withdraw her guilty plea. 

Stewart pleaded guilty in February to 
first-degree murder in the shooting death 
of her then-boyfriend Aaron Foss, who 
was killed in November of 2003. 

According to reports from the 
Mendocino County District Attorney’s 
Office, Stewart shot Foss once in the head 
with a .38 caliber handgun and then fled 
to Canada. 

She was arrested in Canada in 
February 2004, but fought extradition 
until November of 2005, when she was 
brought back to Mendocino County to 
stand trial. 

Deputy District Attorney Brian 
Newman said attorneys will meet Nov. 19 
to set a date for that hearing.

Senators say U.S. gouges 
travelers over $97 passport fees 


WASHINGTON (AP) — First, Americans 
endured exasperating delays and ruined vacations 
from passport processing backlogs. Now, a congres- 
sional investigation indicates they may have been 
overcharged, too — perhaps by more than $100 mil- 
lion a year. 

Sens. Byron Dorgan, D-N.D., and Charles 
Schumer, D-N.Y., said the State Department and 
Postal Service quietly gouged U.S. citizens over the 
government’s $97 passport fees, even as new anti- 
terrorism laws require more travelers to carry pass- 
ports. They are asking the Bush administration for 
an accounting of where the passport profits go. 

Over the past year, as the government issued near- 
ly 14 million new passports, it collected at least 
$111.4 million more in passport fees than its stated 
costs, according to calculations by The Associated 
Press based on figures from State Department and 
congressional investigators. 

The government’s standard $97 fee is just a start 
for some people. The State Department offers to 
send travelers a passport in a hurry for an extra $60 
plus overnight delivery costs. Some private compa- 
nies offer speedy service for $180 or more. Passport 
photos typically cost $15. 

Since 2005, a new passport has cost $97 for 
adults, $82 for children under 16. At the senators’ 
request, congressional investigators studied whether 
a $30 portion of that charge was justified. 


Hollywood writers say they’ll 
strike but leave door open 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Hollywood writers said 
they would strike for the first time in nearly 20 years 
but left open the door for last-minute talks to avert a 
crippling walkout. Writers Guild of America 
President Patric Verrone drew loud cheers when he 
announced in closed-door session Thursday night 
that the union could strike as early as Sunday, sever- 
al writers told The Associated Press. 

However, guild officials said privately the strike 
would most likely start on Monday.

The worker was stopped and detained 
at the entrance of the Palo Verde Nuclear 
Generating Station, said U.S. Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission spokesman 
Victor Dricks.

Rice says US, Turkey, Iraq 
prepared to counter rebel attacks 
from Iraq into Turkey 


ANKARA, Turkey (AP) — Secretary of State 
Condoleezza Rice says the United States, Turkey 
and Iraq will counter any attacks on Turkey by 
Kurdish rebels operating out of northern Iraq. 

She didn’t specify just what that meant in speak- 
ing with reporters en route to diplomatic meetings in 
Turkey and the Middle East, and she warned against 
doing anything that might worsen the volatile situa- 
tion on the Turkish-Iraqi border. 

Rice arrived in Turkey’s capital on Friday for 
high-level meetings with Turkish officials, including 
Foreign Minister Ali Babacan. She planned to press 
the U.S. case that Iraqi Kurds and Turkey should 
back away from an escalating conflict. So far the 
U.S. has won no public promises to stand down. 

She also will try to soothe lingering irritation by 
Turkey over a House committee vote last month that 
labeled as genocide the deaths of Armenians a cen- 
tury ago at the hands of Ottoman Turks. 

Turkey has complained for months about what it 
contends is a lack of U.S. support against the rebels 
known as PKK. The Turkish government has threat- 
ened a full-scale ground attack into northern Iraq if 
the U.S. and Iraqi officials fail to do something 
about the rebels. 


Hurricane Noel is expected to 
gain in size but not strength as 
it approaches eastern U.S. coast 


NASSAU, Bahamas (AP) — Hurricane Noel, the 
deadliest storm to hit the Atlantic this year, is not 
expected to gain strength in the next 24 hours as it 
tracks northward toward the U.S. but it may grow in 
size, forecasters said Friday. 

Noel slammed the Caribbean earlier this week 
with heavy rains that caused flooding and mudslides, 
leaving 115 dead, officials said. 

After drenching the Bahamas and Cuba on 
Thursday, the Category 1 hurricane continued along 
its path between the southeastern coast of the U.S. 
and the Bahamas.

The track would take 
the center of the system over Nova Scotia.” 


Mexico floods strand thousands; 
president calls it one of the 
worst natural disasters ever 


VILLAHERMOSA, Mexico (AP) — Rescuers in 
boats and helicopters worked early Friday to evacu- 
ate people stranded by a flood the president called 
“one of the worst natural disasters” to hit Mexico. 

A week of heavy rains caused rivers to overflow, 
leaving 70 percent of the Gulf state of Tabasco 
underwater, and forcing thousands of people to cling 
to rooftops or flee to shelters. It is the worst flooding 
the state has seen in 50 years. Nearly all services, 
including drinking water and public transportation, 
were shut down in the state capital, Villahermosa, 80 
percent of which was underwater. 

“The situation is extraordinarily grave: This is 
one of the worst natural disasters in the history of the 
country,” President Felipe Calderon said in a tele- 
vised address Thursday night. 

The rain had stopped Thursday, but weather fore- 
casters predicted more precipitation in the coming 
days. The flooding was not related to Tropical Storm 
Noel, which pounded the Caribbean. 


NASA putting finishing touches 
on plan for risky spacewalk 
to repair ripped solar wing 


HOUSTON (AP) — NASA officials hustled 
Friday to finish planning a riskier-than-usual space- 
walk to save a ripped solar wing at the international 
space station. 

Repairing the solar panel, one of two power prob- 
lems plaguing the station, is the top priority for the 
final days of shuttle Discovery’s mission. NASA 
says one of the problems must be solved before any 
more shuttles can fly to the orbiting outpost. 

The space agency is focusing on the wing because 
further damage could force officials to junk the 
important — and expensive — piece of equipment. 
The agency hopes to send veteran spacewalker Scott 
Parazynski to conduct the repairs today.

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‘One Sikh Nation’ day camp raises 
awareness of misunderstood religion

Saturday, some 1,200 Sikh children 
imagined a world without divisions. 

“One Sikh Nation,” a day camp that 
took place at Sikh temples in 11 cities 
across California, including Pittsburg, 
was the brainchild of a group of college 
students that began meeting in 2000 to 
raise awareness of the faith and Punjabi 
culture for those in and outside it. 

The students say although the Sikh 
faith does not recognize caste distinc- 
tions, many of the older generation have 
not been able to shake off its influence. 

“We are trying to teach the kids to treat 
everybody the way they would want to be 
treated,” said Kamaljeet Surila, a mem- 
ber of the Pittsburg Shri Guru Ravidass 
Sabha temple, where the Bay Area event 
took place. 

The Jakara student organization has 
met every year for the past seven in 
Fresno, home to the largest Sikh commu- 
nity in California. Each conference takes 
on a theme: Last year's was feminism. 
This is the first year for the children's day 
camp. Workshops and lessons borrowed 
from the civil rights movement, with 
older students instilling in children as 
young as 5 a sense of knowledge and 
pride in their culture. 

“To me, this was a big thing, because 
we grew up going to this temple but 
never understood what was going on,” 
said Sonia Pal, an economics-anthropolo- 
gy major at UCLA. “At college we got 
exposed to other people of our generation 
who knew more.” 

Through activities and art projects, 
volunteers encouraged children to con- 
ceive of “Begampura” -- a sublime place 
envisioned by Sikh founder Sri Guru 
Arjan Dev Sahib Ji where peoples of all 
cultures live in peace. 

The more than 500-year-old Sikh faith 
began in the Punjab region of India. 
Today, adherents number nearly 23 mil- 
lion worldwide. Estimates in the United 
States range from 190,000 to 440,000. 

Sikhs hold that all religions serve God 
and share a vision of love, peace and 
equality. Rejecting the caste system, Sikh 
women adopt the surname of Kaur; men, 
Singh. A fan whirred ineffectually in a 
humid classroom in which elementary 
school students in four teams competed 
for prizes by guessing the answer to ques- 
tions like “What is the caste system?”

Josh Surilia, 8, said he learned a lot. 
Begampura, for instance, “is a city where 
they are treating everyone the same.” 

Sabrina Kumar, 10, said Nishansahib 
“means identity and respect.” 

High school students created posters 
on the “building Begampura” theme, 
expressing in art what Begampura would 
look like if it were a place. Gagandeep 
Anand, 13, drew a Muslim, a Hindu, and 
a nun holding hands under a collaged sky. 

“The Muslim looks like a hippie,” 
mused Nonie Raln, 9. 


The day was more than a feel-good 
exercise. Some of these children have 
experienced first hand the sting of dis- 
crimination. An arson fire claimed the 
home of one family. Called a degrading 
name by a classmate, one boy says he 
responded with a nasty comeback of his 
own. 

“Then I explained,” he said. 

The explanation of Sikhism will come 
first in the future if the workshop proves 
successful, volunteers said. 

The roots for ending discrimination 
are in the faith, organizers said. 
Traditions include the langar, or commu- 
nal kitchen, which is open to all who are 
hungry. 

Said Sonoma State University student 
Kanta Dugh of Petaluma, “We want to 
give them a base to start on.”

Sweet land of liberty

Opening courtrooms 
closed by Bush 


This is the most secretive administration in 
American history because it has so much law- 
lessness to hide. In August, as the 9th Circuit 
Court of Appeals heard arguments on the gov- 
ernment’s invoking “state secrets” to 
absolutely close down a case, Judge Harry 
Pregerson said to Deputy Solicitor General 
Gregory Garre, appearing before him: “The 
bottom line here is the government declares 
something is a state secret, and that’s the end 
of it. The king can do no wrong.” (Los 
Angeles Times, Sept. 16) 

I have, however, found clear and feasible 
ways to end the absoluteness of the govern- 
ment’s use of the “state secrets” bludgeon. 
Washington-based independent think tank, 
The Constitution Project has released a report 
titled “Reforming The State Secrets 
Privilege.” This organization’s sole ideology - 
- transcending the guerilla warfare of the 
political parties -- is to protect our increasing- 
ly battered founding document, which is 
enfeebled when its separation of powers is 
disregarded by the presidency. 

To illustrate the nonpartisan nature of the 
Constitution Project, its report on state secrets 
is by its Liberty and Security Committee in 
conjunction with the equally independent 
Coalition to Defend Checks & Balances. The 
co-authors of the report range from David 
Keene, chairman of the American 
Conservative Union, and conservative consti- 
tutional scholar Richard Epstein (University 
of Chicago) to liberal civil libertarian litigator 
David Cole (Georgetown University Law 
Center) and the ardent libertarian Constitution 
defender, John Whitehead, president of The 
Rutherford Institute. Also, William Sessions, 
former FBI director and former chief judge, 
U.S. District Court for Texas’s western dis- 
trict. 

In its report, the Constitution Project gets 
to the dangerous core of the government’s 
claim that it alone can and should decide how 
to define “state secrets.” The answer from 
these constitutionalists is: 

“Unless claims about state secrets evidence 
are subjected to independent judicial scrutiny, 
the executive branch is at liberty to violate 
legal and constitutional rights with impunity. 
By accepting these claims as valid on their 
face, courts undermine the principle of judi- 
cial independence, the adversary process, fair- 
ness in the courtroom, and our constitutional 
system of checks and balances.” 

Since this particular administration has 
violated so many legal and constitutional 
rights, its assurance that we must “trust” it to 
close courtrooms requires a suspension of dis- 
belief that responsible American citizens 
should not provide. 

Can we trust an independent judiciary to 
examine the evidence the government should 
provide in support of its claimed “state 
secrets” privilege? Responds the Constitution 
Project: 

Congress has already, in a range of statutes, 
“recognized major responsibilities of federal 
judges in the area of national security. Judges 
now regularly review and evaluate highly 
classified information ...” 

Accordingly: “We urge that Congress enact 
legislation to clarify the narrow scope of this 
doctrine and safeguard the interests of private 
parties. ... In addition, courts should treat this 
doctrine as a qualified privilege, not an 
absolute one.” 

And in the report, even this nonlawyer rec- 
ognized the name of John Henry Wigmore, 
for decades the key legal writer on admissible 
evidence. When government insists that it has 
sole authority to keep its evidence secret, said 
Wigmore: “The truth cannot be escaped that a 
court which abdicates its inherent function of 
determining the facts on which admissibility 
of evidence depends, will furnish to bureau- 
cratic officials too ample opportunities for 
abusing the privilege. ... Both principle and 
policy demand that the determination of the 
privilege shall be for the Court.” 

In a case before the 9th Circuit, in which 
the al-Haramain Islamic Foundation claims it 
was subject to secret government surveillance 
without court approval, the government -- 
claiming that “state secrets” require, in the 
interests of national security, that the case 
must be dismissed without being heard, 
argued: 

“Whether plaintiffs were subject to surveil- 
lance is a state secret, and information tending 
to confirm or deny that fact should be privi- 
leged.” 

In George Orwell’s “1984,” Big Brother 
made certain that everyone in the nation he 
ruled knew they were under constant surveil- 
lance. At least, they were forewarned. 

But now, in the United States, the govern- 
ment -- with vastly improved methods of sur- 
veillance -- enables the citizenry to believe 
that any of us may, at any time, be under its 
watchful eye or ear without any prior judicial 
approval. So we can’t be sure we’ve become 
a “state secret.” 

Even the phone companies and Internet 
providers we use are collaborating with the 
government to also become our Big Brothers. 

This is the land of the free?

Public hearings or not? 


State totally inconsistent 


When the state Lands Commission took up the 
question of whether to allow a proposed liquefied nat- 
ural gas terminal to run pipelines across tidelands and 
beaches near Oxnard, more than 2,000 highly vocal 
citizens turned out to protest and each one got a 
chance to speak. 

But when the state Public Utilities Commission 
made the key decision without which no LNG firms 
would be pushing to enter the California market, no 
one heard from the public. No evidence was taken, 
either. Instead, the commission on its own ruled that 
California utilities can forego as much as one-quarter 
of the domestic natural gas that now comes here and 
substitute foreign-source LNG for it. 

The commission’s justification for its decision was 
that California allegedly faces an impending natural 
gas shortage, which can be solved by LNG - gas super- 
cooled to a liquid state and then shipped here. Of 
course, had there been a public hearing, someone 
might have popped the entire LNG balloon by point- 
ing out that you don’t solve an impending shortage of 
anything by giving up one-fourth of your existing sup- 
ply. 
A public hearing might also have avoided a major 
intra-government lawsuit now in progress, one which 
sees the South Coast Air Quality Management District 
- anti-smog arbiter for Los Angeles, Orange and much 
of Riverside and San Bernardino counties - suing to 
overturn that PUC ruling. The smog-control district 
argues LNG would cause increased air pollution 
because of its slightly different chemical composition 
from domestic supplies coming from Texas, 
Oklahoma and Colorado. 

Why, also, were there no public hearings when state 
legislators and Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger last 
spring hustled through a $15 billion prison construc- 
tion bond issue? It will cost taxpayers an average of $1 
billion per year for 30 years to pay off those bonds, 
including interest, and they had absolutely no voice in 
the matter. 

Similarly, while legislators did hold hearings on a 
Democratic-inspired plan for a single-payer health 
insurance system, not even during the autumn special 
legislative session were there any on Gov. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger’s plan for universal health coverage 
or the Democratic alternative to it. Surely, there’s been 
plenty of time to hold hearings - Schwarzenegger first 
proposed his plan in his state of the state speech last 
January and he’s staged numerous dog-and-pony 
shows since then to promote it. 

Nor have there been public hearings on the key 
water policy issues lawmakers considered during the 
same special session. 

Politicians sometimes say public hearings are use- 
less, that virtually no one turns out for them except 
parties with a direct financial interest in the outcome 
of an issue. 

But in the case of water and universal health care, 
that includes everyone. 

Besides, recent history indicates Californians turn 
out in droves when they get enough advance notice of 
hearings. Many are happy to participate and not mere- 
ly leave matters to elected officials beholden to special 
interest donors. 

One hearing conducted in June by Democratic state 
Sen. Joe Simitian of Palo Alto drew more than 300 pet 
owners distraught over a plan to require all dogs and 
cats over four months of age to be spayed or neutered 
unless the owner gets a permit exempting them. The 
300 howled for five hours over this plan, which sub- 
sequently died in committee - in part because of their 
opposition. 

Citizens have turned out in increasing numbers for 
the last several years on city matters, too, often offer- 
ing intelligent ideas that have sometimes been adopt- 
ed by city councils engaged in land-use planning and 
other key local decision-making. 

So why do some state officials try to avoid public 
hearings on key, expensive items like the prison 
bonds? 

Could it be that Schwarzenegger, for one, is more 
comfortable taking his ideas to canned “town hall” 
meetings with pre-selected participants and to banquet 
rooms full of health insurance executives than meeting 
with the hoi polloi? 

The bottom line: While some agencies and law- 
makers still hold public hearings on important issues, 
Schwarzenegger and much of the Legislature appear 
more comfortable deciding key issues among them- 
selves and their big campaign donors. 

It’s a lot easier on the nerves to attend a “Big Five” 
meeting of Sacramento big shots in the 
Schwarzenegger smoking tent than going out to a 
totally unscripted event in an auditorium where every- 
one can come and have his or her say. 

But it doesn’t tell you what gets the people excited 
and involved, the way public hearings can.

The Tampa Two against Belichick’s 3-4 isn’t as 
sharp a contrast as it might be

Tony Dungy is defensive (literally) 
when he’s described as the inventor of 
the “Tampa Two” defense. 

“Chuck Noll,” says the Colts coach, 
who played for Noll’s Steelers in the 
late 1970s and later became his defen- 
sive coordinator. “He’s the one who 
first played it and he’s the one who 
taught it to me.” 

When Dungy’s Colts play Bill 
Belichick’s New England Patriots in 
the most ballyhooed regular-season 
NFL game this century, fans will see a 
sharp contrast in defenses between the 
NFL’s top two coaches. Both coaches 
came from the defensive side: the 
Tampa Two against Belichick’s 3-4. 
But the contrast is not as drastic as it 
seems. 

Belichick has been certified as a 
“defensive genius” since 1986, the 
season the New York Giants won the 
Super Bowl a year after he became the 
team’s defensive coordinator. 

At that point, however, he was run- 
ning a scheme installed by his then- 


boss, Bill Parcells, in 1981. And 
there’s always the question of how 
much “genius” it took to coach a unit 
that included Lawrence Taylor, proba- 
bly the best outside linebacker ever, 
with fellow Hall of Famer Harry 
Carson on the inside, and Carl Banks, 
an all-decade player of the ’80s, on the 
strong side. 

Dungy didn’t become a genius until 
a decade later, when he became head 
coach in Tampa Bay, the league’s most 
downtrodden franchise, and turned it 
into a perennial playoff team. He did it 
with what was quickly dubbed the 
Tampa Two for two-deep zones in the 
secondary and small, quick players 
such as Derrick Brooks, Ronde Barber 
and Warren Sapp (quick, if not small). 

Belichick’s genius is most visible 
not in 1986 but at the 1991 and 2002 
Super Bowls. He was the coordinator 
of the Giants in the first title game, the 
head coach of the Patriots in the sec- 
ond. But he used the same schemes to 
shut down two of the best offenses in 
recent history: Buffalo in ’91 and St. 
Louis in ’02. 


In both games, with his team an 
underdog, he used just two down line- 
men and sometimes as many as seven 
defensive backs to control Jim Kelly 
and Kurt Warner. 

The Giants won 20-19 (Scott 
Norwood, wide right after Thurman 
Thomas took advantage of those 
defenses to run the Bills into position 
for a winning field goal). The Patriots 
won 20-17 on Adam Vinatieri’s 48- 
yard field goal after St. Louis had 
overcome a 17-3 deficit by finally 
challenging Belichick’s schemes by 
running Marshall Faulk. 

New England’s current defense is a 
refinement of the Parcells/Belichick 
units of two decades ago. But the 
Patriots still depend on quality line- 
backers. Not Taylor, Carson and 
Banks, perhaps, but most often experi- 
enced and skilled players who can 
coordinate their moves to cause 
offenses maximum confusion. 

In Belichick’s early days in New 
England, Willie McGinest played the 
Taylor role, an athletic pass rusher 
who also had enough size to play end. 


Mike Vrabel, a backup in Pittsburgh 
but a star in Foxborough, was on the 
other side. He remains there today and 
had three sacks for forced fumbles 
against Washington last week. 

Vrabel teams with another premier 
pass rusher, Rosevelt Colvin. Adalius 
Thomas, the aged Junior Seau and 
Tedy Bruschi are on the inside. 

Dungy’s defenses line up different- 
ly, but a lot of the players have the 
same qualities. 

Indianapolis’ ends, Dwight Freeney 
and Robert Mathis, could be outside 
linebackers in Belichick’s system, 
especially Mathis, who at 235 pounds 
has to be one of the lightest defensive 
ends in the NFL in decades. Both are 
premier pass rushers. 

Small and quick occasionally has 
worked against Dungy, as it did most 
of 2006, when the Colts finished last 
against the run. 

But it also makes a lot of lineback- 
ers and cornerbacks dispensable. Last

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Stoudemire, Nash lead Suns in rally past Durant, Sonics

SEATTLE — SuperSonics coach P.J. Carlesimo 
knows he has to get Kevin Durant some rest during 
the game so the 19-year-old rookie can be strong at 
the end. 

Durant scored 27 points but sat for all but the final 
minute of Phoenix’s decisive 19-8 run as the Suns 
debuted with a rally past Seattle 106-99 Thursday 
night, the home opener of the Sonics’ 41st and most 
awkward season in Seattle. 

“He played so many minutes last night (32) and 
he still ended up with 39 (Thursday), Carlesimo 
said of Durant. “Sometimes you go back with him 
too soon and he’s out of gas at the end. I was trying 
to get to a point to let him finish the game.” 

Amare Stoudemire, playing for the third time 
since knee surgery a month ago, had 23 points and 
11 rebounds for Phoenix, which feels it is more 
loaded offensively this season for a better title run. 
Steve Nash had 18 points, including the clinching 3- 
pointer, and 12 assists, while veteran Grant Hill 
added 13 points, six rebounds and five assists in his 
Suns debut. 

“Just before the game, they said we’d lost seven 
of eight season openers,” Hill said, correctly. “It’s 
seven out of nine now. 

“They controlled the game. We just kind of 
locked down there for that three-, four-, five-minute 
stretch.” 

That was while Durant, who played 39 minutes, 
sat on the bench for all but the final 1:07 of the Suns’ 
spurt that turned their 72-69 deficit into an 88-84 
lead. Stoudemire’s third consecutive basket with 
9:05 left punctuated the decisive swing. 

“T’m a young man. I’m 19 years old,” Durant said, 
smiling. “I can’t be tired. This is my job.” 

In the only other NBA games, Detroit beat Miami 
91-80, and Houston topped Utah 106-95. 


Chris Wilcox had 23 points and 11 rebounds for 
Seattle, which blew a nine-point lead it had late in 
the third quarter one night after getting blown out 
late in its opener at Denver. 

The Sonics took an 82-73 in the final minute of 
the third quarter on a 3-pointer by newcomer Wally 
Szczerbiak. But three consecutive 3-pointers by 
reserve Marcus Banks tied the game at 82 with 20 
seconds gone in the final period. 

Banks was 5-for-29 (17 percent) on 3-pointers 
last season. 

“On this team, anyone can make the big plays,” 
Banks said, echoing Nash’s preseason mantra. 

The Suns marveled afterward about how long the 
skinny, 6-foot-9 Durant is in arms, legs — and fear- 
lessness. 

“Oh, he ain’t shy to put that thing up,” said Shawn 
Marion, who had 14 points, 11 rebounds and the 
good fortune of rarely guarding Durant until getting 
a key steal from him late. “You shoot 23 times, you 
can get 27 points, easy.” 

Durant, who said he is seeing fewer double-teams 
in the NBA than he saw last season as a freshman at 
Texas while becoming the national college player of 
the year, made a 14-foot jumper over Hill with 4:15 
left to cut Phoenix’s lead to 93-90. After Raja Bell 
made with a 3-pointer, Durant answered back with 
his own 3 to keep Seattle within 96-93 and the home 
crowd roaring. 

But with the score 98-93, Durant had the ball 
stolen by Marion. Then he charged into Bell, his 
defender most of the night, for his sixth turnover 
with 2:11 left. Nash then made his third 3-pointer in 
three tries and Seattle never got closer. 

Asked if he was surprised by his 27 points in his 
second pro game, following 18 the previous night, 
Durant sounded incredulous. 

“I wouldn’t say that,” he said. “I know my abili- 
ties.” 


The night began with fireworks exploding 
beneath the scoreboard and fans flashing green-and- 
gold signs such as “This City Needs the Sonics.” 
The crowd, announced as a sellout of 17,072 though 
there were a few empty seats upstairs, erupted into 
chants of “Save our Sonics!” during play in the sec- 
ond, third and fourth quarters.

He talked most of the night with 
Hall of Fame center Bill Russell, a Sonics regular 
and resident of suburban Mercer Island, Wash.

Tayshaun Prince scored a career-high 34 points 
and matched a career best with 12 rebounds, and vis- 
iting Detroit used a big second-half run to beat 
Miami in the season opener for both teams. 

Chauncey Billups added 19 points and 11 assists 
for the Pistons, who used a 12-0 run over a 6-minute 
stretch midway through the second half to take con- 
trol. Rasheed Wallace scored 11 points for Detroit. 

Ricky Davis scored 23 points for Miami.

Mayo picks Southern California as his stopover on way to NBA

LOS ANGELES — O.J. Mayo is making a 
stopover on his way to the NBA. Thanks to the rule 
that keeps high school seniors from jumping direct- 
ly to the league, Mayo is detouring to Southern 
California. 

The 18th-ranked Trojans are thrilled to have the 
6-foot-5 guard who’s been a celeb since he emerged 
as a junior high star in West Virginia. 

Mayo’s journey from the mountains of his home 
state to celebrity-studded Los Angeles was unusual. 
Coach Tim Floyd didn’t make umpteen recruiting 
trips and calls to land Mayo. Instead, the teenager 
hand-picked the Trojans. 

Mayo phoned Floyd to say he’d like to play bas- 
ketball at the school best known for its national 
championship football teams. He wanted to market 
himself in a major city and help build an also-ran 
program into something special. 

“He didn’t want to be the next guy at Duke or 
Carolina or Kentucky or Kansas,” Floyd said. 

At first, Floyd was highly skeptical. 

“When he called I said, “This guy has either got 
greater vision and is more mature than any kid his 
age that I’ve ever recruited or he’s wacky and he’ll 
change his mind tomorrow and again the next day 
and again the next day and there’s no way this will 
happen,” the coach recalled. 

Mayo again surprised Floyd when he didn’t 
require the usual adulation coaches are forced to 
shower on the best players in order to sign them. 
Floyd refers to it as the kiss ’em, coddle ’em, hug 
*em, love ’em and text ’em routine. 

“There was none of that. That’s why the guy is so 
refreshing,” the coach said. “He’s got a lawyer’s 
mentality. He’s very inquisitive. He doesn’t sit there 
and just follow the herd.” 

Before playing his first regular-season game, the 
Mayo effect has been felt. The Trojans sold 7,500 
season ticket packages, with more bought in the first 


30 minutes than ever before. 

Mayo comes into college with a reputation that 
involves more than his stellar talent as a point guard. 
He had a troubled senior season at Huntington, 
W.Va., High that included a three-game suspension 
for bumping a referee and a marijuana possession 
charge that was later dropped. 

“T’ve most definitely learned from my mistakes,” 
he said. “I believe I know right from wrong. As long 
as I continue to try to make the right decisions, I 
should be good.” 

Mayo is on his own in Los Angeles. His mother 
Alisha Mayo works as a nursing assistant in 
Huntington and won’t be able to attend many games. 
His father Kenny Ziegler has been in and out of 
prison, and Mayo’s relationship with him has been 
inconsistent. 

“T thank him for having me,” he said. 

Mayo says he doesn’t have an entourage. He lived 
by himself in a small apartment while attending his 
early years of high school in Cincinnati. 

“He’s not homesick like the rest of them,” Floyd 
said. “He’s got a mind of his own and that’s why he 
can lead as a freshman.” 

Floyd praised Mayo for attending classes, arriv- 
ing to practice on time and being respectful and con- 
sistent in his actions. 

“Tf he’s like every other freshman, sooner or later 
there’ll be a problem,” the coach said. “But so far, 
he’s been terrific.” 

Mayo already thinks like a professional. He plans 
to major in business management, with the goal of 
getting into real estate development like his idol 
Magic Johnson. 

He’ll wear 32, the number he’s worn since fifth 
grade in honor of Johnson. It’s also the same number 
O.J. Simpson wore as a star running back at USC 40 
years ago. 

Mayo comes along at the same time Kevin Love 
of Lake Oswego, Ore., has taken up residence across 
town as UCLA’s standout freshman, adding spice to 


a rivalry that has always been heated. 

Both Mayo and Love mean everything to their 
respective programs, yet they are different. 

Mayo will be something of a one-man show for 
the Trojans, who lost Nick Young, Lodrick Stewart 
and Gabe Pruitt. Those three combined for nearly 44 
points a game last season. Mayo will control the play 
of his team as an immediate starter. 

Love gives the second-ranked Bruins a big-time 
post player who can throw his 260-pound body 
around under the basket. He’ll complement an 
already strong supporting cast of upper classmen 
that reached the Final Four the last two seasons. 

Mayo and Love have been good friends since 
eighth grade, when Mayo’s traveling team beat 
Love’s for a national championship. Mayo recalled 
Love scored 30 points in the second half of that 
game. What did Mayo have? 

“A win,” he said, grinning. 

They reunited recently at Pac-10 media day after 
not being in touch since arriving on their respective 
campuses. 

“I told him don’t let the media pull us apart 
because it’s a big rivalry,” Mayo said. “We’re just on 
missions now.” 

As a high school sophomore, Mayo told Love that 
he wanted to play at USC. “He’s a great kid,” Love 
said, “and he’s going to succeed.” 

Mayo’s tattoos tell his story. The words “sacri- 
fice” and “dedication” are hidden under his arms. 
King Kong is pictured on the back of his arms. “I’d 
like that to be my motto, I’m King Kong of the 
court,” he said. 

His right arm reveals his childhood nickname 
“Juice Monster.” On his left arm are two skulls with 
the words “bad times, good times.” 

“I won’t really feel like times are great until I’ve 
won a championship in college basketball and the 
NBA,” he said.

season, the Colts allowed 
both starting cornerbacks and 
linebacker Cato June to leave 
as free agents because they 
thought of them as inter- 
changeable parts easily 
replaced. One of those ex- 
Colts cornerbacks, Jason 
David, was torched by Indy in 
the season opener against 
New Orleans because David 
was playing man-to-man cov- 
erage, something at which 
he’s not adept. 

Belichick confirms that 
Dungy’s defense is system as 
much as players. 

“They’ve got a couple of 
changes at linebacker and the 
corners, but fundamentally 
they play the same,” he says. 
“When you watch last year’s 
tapes and cut-ups with this 
year’s plays, it’s hard to tell, 
*this is this year, this is last 
year.’ You don’t see June in 
there, but it’s hard to tell. It 
really is hard to tell.” 

The one exception is strong 
safety, often the key in the 
Tampa Two because he is the 
primary run stopper. 

The run defense leaked last 
season when Bob Sanders, 
one of the best at that posi- 
tion, played just four regular- 
season games. He returned 
from injury for the playoffs 
and, in one of the most dra- 
matic turnarounds ever, a unit 
that allowed 173 yards per 
game on the ground yielded 
just 83 in the postseason.

Sanders is a smaller ver- 
sion of John Lynch, a perenni- 
al Pro Bowler for Dungy in 
Tampa and, at 36, still starting 
in Denver. Those safeties are 
like Belichick’s linebackers, 
versatile against the run and 
pass 

Dungy, offensive coordina- 
tor Tom Moore and Peyton 
Manning won’t get suckered 
Sunday the way Mike Martz 
did in that Super Bowl against 
the Rams. If Belichick uses 
two down linemen Sunday, 
Joseph Addai will run and run 
and run. 

Belichick knows that. It 
will make for an interesting 
chess game.

LOS ANGELES — Strong finishes have 
become a way of life at Southern California. 

The Trojans have had excellent starts as well 
during the past four years, putting them in con- 
tention for the national championship. 

With two losses already, this season has 
been different for No. 13 USC. The Trojans 
have been knocked out of the race for the 
national title. The Trojans maintain they’re still 
motivated. 

“Losing just makes us aware we have to step 
up our game as players,” guard Chilo Rachal 
said regarding USC’s 24-17 setback at No. 4 
Oregon last weekend. 

The Trojans (6-2, 3-2 Pac-10) have to win 
their last four conference games starting 
Saturday night against Oregon State (5-3, 3-2) 
to earn at least a share of their sixth straight 
league championship. 

They’ll need some help as well. 

“We have to try to just max out and get 
everything we can out of every game,” coach 
Pete Carroll said. “That’s how we go about 
this. Doesn’t change the approach at all. That’s 
how we know how to do it, and we'll hopeful- 
ly do that really well.” 

The Trojans have a 20-0 record in 
November games since Carroll became coach 
in 2001, and were 3-0 in regular-season 
December games as well before losing to 
UCLA 13-9 last year, knocking them out of the 
BCS national championship game. 

They’ve dominated the Beavers over the 
years, winning 30 of the last 32 games between 
the schools. One of those two losses was a 33- 
31 setback last year at Corvallis, Ore. 

“Oregon State is playing really good foot- 
ball right now. They’ve won three in a row,” 
Carroll said. “They’ve looked good in a num- 


ber of ways.” 

USC also has a 20-game winning streak 
against the Beavers at the Los Angeles 
Coliseum, site of Saturday night’s game, since 
a 14-0 Oregon State triumph in 1960. 

“Tt’s one of those lingering ghosts that’s still 
there,” said 54-year-old Oregon State coach 
Mike Riley, who was 7 the last time the 
Beavers won in Los Angeles. 

The game features two of the country’s best 
defenses. Oregon State is No. 1 nationally in 
rushing defense and 13th in total defense and 
USC ranks seventh in rushing defense and 
fourth in total defense. 

“We are going to be challenged tremendous- 
ly with what USC does and the talent that they 
have,” Riley said. “The defense has been a 
consistent factor with our team in the games 
that we have won as of late. It’s really impor- 
tant that we have another good defensive 
game.” 

The game marks the return of USC quarter- 
back John David Booty, who hasn’t played 
since breaking the middle finger on his throw- 
ing hand Oct. 6 in the second quarter of the 
Trojans’ 24-23 loss to 41-point underdog 
Stanford. Booty threw four interceptions in the 
second half of that game. 

“He’s good to go, he’s ready to play, he’s 
had a couple of weeks off,” Carroll said. “We 
look for him to jump back where he left off.” 

Booty was replaced by Mark Sanchez, who 
passed for 130 yards with one touchdown and 
two interceptions in a 20-13 victory over 
Arizona, 235 yards and four TDs with no inter- 
ceptions in a 38-0 win at Notre Dame and 277 
yards and two touchdowns with two intercep- 
tions in the loss at Oregon last week. 

The Beavers might be without leading rush- 
er Yvenson Bernard, who didn’t play in the 
second half of last week’s 23-6 victory over 


Stanford because of an injured shoulder. 

Oregon State quarterback Sean Canfield has 
thrown 13 interceptions this season, but none 
in his last 58 attempts. 

“They throw the ball all over the field,” 
Carroll said. “And Yvenson Bernard gives 
them all kinds of juice inside, running the foot- 
ball and catching the football. So it’s a difficult 
task for us and a big challenge we have to face 


Oregon State center Kyle DeVan said the 
Trojans haven’t lost their aura despite being 
out of the national championship picture. 

“We are playing the University of Southern 
California. That says it in itself,” DeVan said. 
“We can’t go down there and think because 
they have lost two Pac-10 games they are 
going to roll over for us.”

The Bears’ meeting with

Many Washington State 
boosters are unhappy with 
another down season in coach 
Bill Doba’s tenure, and some 
have begun to call for his 
ouster — with Cal defensive 
coordinator Bob Gregory, a 
Washington State graduate, 
among the logical candidates. 

But Tedford and Doba have 
promoted the same view on 
their schools’ recent struggles. 
Both promise to keep working 
hard even under diminished 
expectations, starting with 
their teams’ meeting in 
Berkeley. 

“Just because we’ve stum- 
bled a little bit, I don’t think 
that’s a reason to panic and 
start changing everything,” 
Tedford said. “Because if you 
start doing that, then what’s 
next? You start changing your 
beliefs about what we’re 
doing? It’s just about getting 
back and staying focused on 
the details and the discipline 
that we need to have, and the 
passion that we need to have.”

Clocks falling back means more 
walkers killed in early evening

WASHINGTON — After clocks are turned back this 
weekend, pedestrians walking during the evening rush 
hour are nearly three times more likely to be struck and 
killed by cars than before the time change, two scientists 
calculate. 

Ending daylight saving time translates into about 37 
more U.S. pedestrian deaths around 6 p.m. in November 
compared to October, the researchers report. 

Their study of risk to pedestrians is preliminary but 
confirms previous findings of higher deaths after clocks 
are set back in the fall. 

It’s not the darkness itself, but the adjustment to earlier 
nighttime that’s the killer, said professors Paul Fischbeck 
and David Gerard, both of Carnegie Mellon University in 
Pittsburgh. 

Fischbeck, who regularly walks with his 4-year-old 
twins around 6 p.m., is worried enough that he’ll be more 
cautious starting Monday. 

“A three times increase in the risk is really dramatic, 
and because of that we’re carrying a flashlight,” he said.

this week have been ranging 
from six to nine degrees above 
normal, which is warm, but a 
far cry from the 90-degree 
record high temperatures for 
Ukiah in November. 

With La Niña, a lesser- 
known weather pattern typi- 
cally following an El Niño 
year, previous forecasts had 
called for above average tem- 
peratures, but Lewitsky 
explained Friday that this 
November warmup isn’t the 
result of La Nifia. 

“The warmer temperatures 
are not specifically related to 
La Niña,” Lewitsky said. “It’s 
more due to high pressure 
over us versus having low 
pressure and low pressure 
troughs moving through like 


we saw a few weeks ago. Just 
given the fact we’ve been 
under above normal high 
pressure is really the main 
cause for the warmth. 

“These are above normal 
temperatures, but it can vary 
this time of year. If you get 
high pressure, you’re going to 
be above normal. It’s just a 
varying pattern, nothing 
incredibly unusual.” 

Lewitsky explained that 
entering November rainfall is 
typically expected to increase, 
leading into the rainy season, 
but forecasts aren’t calling for 
rain anytime soon. 

“We expect nothing 
through at least Wednesday,” 
Lewitsky said. “Thursday 
there is a 10 percent chance of 
rain with a possible low pres- 
sure trough coming in, but 
that is still debatable. We do 
expect cooler temperatures, 
but as far as rain goes, nothing 
substantial through next 
Wednesday.”

And while Lewitsky said 
this week’s warm tempera- 
tures haven’t been a direct 
result of La Niña, the long- 
term forecast still shows signs 
of a wet winter. 

“It looks like we are still 
expecting above normal pre- 
cipitation through January,” 
he said.
